used to recruit, train and develop stay-behind circuits, we 
should either provide for evacuation or otherwise neutralise the

3* for planning pisrposes, a precedent has be<»i set in the WE 
area where key or principal indigenous organizers and communications 
trainers will g^ierally be evacuated under the atuspicee of this 
organiaatlon* Iho necessity for providing evacuation rests in the 
operationally dangerous knowledge held by the individual or indivi- 
duals cinnoemed* In the case of K£, the indigenous persons affected 
have as complete a knowledge of ihe stay-behind agents and organisa- 
tion as ourselves* 



U* In the case of CAGI 4 ZO -2 and other Indigenous eommunleations 
training agents In Oersaany, you are In a better posltl<m to Judge 
the eoctent of knowledge of stay-behind personnel and organization 
than we of Coanmiriicattoas* If effeetivs and continuing seetirity 
safe giuards have been ei^loyed in utilizing an indigenous agent to 
train a limited number of stay-behind c<xm^cations dgmts, it may 
^ ^ evacuate the indigenous PAKYIHE instructors and 

principal"' ol^atiizer. agents should be evacuated when possible* 



5* If evacuated to a CIA controlled area, tli© problem of uttli- 
aation of such personnel is raised* As a basic CcHfimmlcatl€m8 . 
security policy we cannot permit the integration of indigenous person- 
nel into a CIA base radio statior'. since any such base is the focal 
point of extensive CIA operations. Any operator serving in such a 
base is, ther efor iSL,.,^poeed to the key to a complex of CIA operations
